French concessions near by. 
The Pe 
king-Mukden railway is in W u’s hands 
The first act of the victorious cen 
tral commander upon 
entering the 
outskirts of Peking was reported to he 
a proclamation inviting Sun Yat Sen 
head of the Canton government, to as 
sist in the imitation of China.

rejoiced 
claiming that Chang had been com 
pletely defeated, and that Japanese do 
minion of Manchuria is menaced by 
the blow struck by Wu Pei-fu.

Haverstraw, N. Y., May 5.—While 
searching parties scoured

nesses and ravines of tile mountains 
here today in the hope of finding a clue 
to the caveman who is believed to have 
murdered Lillian White, police in the 
valley believed they were close on the 
trail of a suspect, and expected an ai­ 
rest to be made soon. 
Bleached bones of the 
slain 
girl 
were found on a newspaper on the 
mountain top, April 9, many months 
after she had run away from the Litch- 
wood valley home for feeble minded 
girls. 
Parties searching every inch of the 
ground on the mountain top near the 
secluded 
place 
where 
bones 
were 
found, hopes to discover the in stru­ 
ment with which the murder was com­ 
mitted. 
Police believe a caveman may have 
used a primitive weapon, possibly a 
stone, to kill the girl with. The slain 
girl's skull was fractured.

McGowan declared that more than 
one-thiru of the present membership 
of the Federated Shop Crafts was now 
working under protest in shops leased 
out by the railroads to contractors, in 
order to escape rulings of the hoard 
ith regard to wages and working con­ 
ditions.

The real reason for 
Premier Lenine’s failure to come t 
the Genoa conference was disclosed 
here today. 
Lenitie is suffering from 
a nervous breakdown, and severe in 
soninia. 
While no fears for the Bus 
slim prem ier’s life was felt by mem 
hers of tile delegation here, it was said 
Letiine's physicians said ins refusal 
to stop work greatly aggravated hi 
condition, and may force ids eventual 
retirement. 
Lenine, racked by sleepless nights 
dared not tax his strength to make 
the long trip to Genoa. 
He feared the 
effort he would he put to in meeting 
with the European statesmen would 
prove too great. 
But although he has 
given up his ambition to go to Genoa 
Lenine, like other leaders before him 
will not give up the reins of leader 
ship. 
He insists on keeping his hand 
on tile wheel at Moscow even at tile 
peril of his health. 
Lenine has been ill since last De 
comber, it was reliably reported here 
He has scarcely enjoyed 
a 
night’s 
sleep since that time. 
Recently the 
Russian premier took an extended trip 
to the Caucuses, but returned only 
slightly improved in health. 
Occasionally he has a good night’s 
sleep, whereupon he plunges into a 
desk full of work, causing another re­ 
lapse. 
He is said to he at present in 
state of enforced idleness at his home 
near Moscow.

With their eye on the White House 
as Beveridge’s goal In 1924, Indiana 
progressives made every effort today 
to try to consolidate their forces with 
those of H arry New’s, close friend of 
President Harding, who was defeated 
for the republican nomination for the 
senate by Beveridge at Tuesday’s pri­ 
maries.

WR. COX OE SPO YDE INT 


It is indeed sad to see form er Gov. James M. Cox, in urging 
a continuation of 'the campaign to have thrs country join the 
League of Nations in his recent addresses, grow despondent over 
the return of prosperity unless his recipe is accepted. He implies 
that, in his opinion, a great mistake was made by the voters in the 
last election. 
“In the calm review of history,” he says, “the pe­ 
riod and events in question will he referred to as ‘the madness of 
1920/ 
If we had lifted our voice for international cooperation, 
we would today be prosperous. 
As one surveys conditions at 
Washington 'he finds little ground for hope of stable prosperity.” 
Mr. Cox certainly paints a rather gloomy picture4, but that 
may be some satisfaction to him, for if anyone ever bari cause for 
feeling hopeless he has, and if he sees a somber future let him 
enjoy it as he may. 
He himself was “the madness of 1920” and 
he has net yet recovered. 
Had he, however, Cited the prosperity which prevails in the 
nations in the League, there might have been some point to his 
utterances. 
It is, of course, well known that their membership 
in the wonderful League has not removed their industrial troubles, 
and it would not have solved the problem had the United States 
become a member. 
No League would have removed the debts, 
readjusted the industries or trave eliminated the hates and re­ 
criminations of Europe. 
Mr. Cox’s gloomy utterances are mere campaign clap-trap 
and are given prominence only because he. was the last Democratic 
candidate for president. 
H'is unfitness for such an honor was 
demonstrated in that memorable campaign, when the people ren­ 
dered their opinion of him by an adverse m ajority of over 7,000,- 
000—and is again being demonstrated every time he makes a 
political speech.

SPEED UP TARIFF HI UU 


T h e W o u ld w a r virtually suspended the operations of the 
Democratic tariff, the baneful effects of which in the days imme­ 
diately prior to the w ar are well known. 
A temporary, though 
a feverish, prosperity followed for two or three years, but this has 
all been changed. 
Europe Is now not able to buy, hut she is able 
to produce. 
Her ratio of wages is only a fraction of ours, there­ 
fore she can produce a great deal more cheaply than we can. An 
ounce of gold pays wages for 20 hours of work in the United 
States, 50 hours in Great Britain, 90 hours in Japan, IOO hours in 
France and 200 hours in Germany. 
As a result of these extremely low wages in Europe, Ameri­ 
can markets are being flooded with European-made goods offered 
for sale in this country at prices of only a fraction of what Ameri­ 
can labor costs. 
Our prosperity depends upon American labor 
being employed, and if American industry is to thrive, Congress 
must enact at the earliest possible moment a perfectly fair aud 
reasonable protective tariff law. 
If there is unnecessary delay in 
the Senate after full discussion of the hill now before that body 
for consideration, the rules of the Senate should be amended so 
as to make it possible for the majority to function properly and 
do business promptly. 
Undoubtedly, with the early enactment of the new tariff law, 
and the prompt funding of the foreign debt already provided for 
by law, industrial conditions will improve, and under Republican 
policies we shall have peace and prosperity at home as we have 
honor and prestige abroad.
